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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Election 

In the Election/Restriction Response dated 02/07/2005, Applicant has elected without 
traverse the invention of Group I, claims 1-17, 31 and 32, drawn to a semiconductor device. 
Accordingly, claims 18-30 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected 
invention. See 37 CFR 35 § 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03. Applicant has the right to file a 
divisional application covering the subject matter of the non-elected claims 18-30, drawn to a 
method. However, the invention of Group I, claims 1-17, 31 and 32, also contains claims 
directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

a) Species I, claims 1-17: A vertical DRAM cell device comprises a buried strap. 

b) Species n, claims 31 and 32: A vertical DRAM device comprises a ratio between a 
trench depth and a separation width. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
